Lord Althorp, who dispenses the in- 
vitations for the coveted inclosure, was 
kept busy apologizing to scores of Amer- 
icans who were bitterly disappointed at 
not obtaining entrance to roya'ty’s pres- 
ence and who had to be content to look 
through the palings at their more for- 
tunate countrymen and countrywomen. 

Mrs. Palmer Best Dressed, 

Mrs. Palmer was the _  best-dressed 
woman in the tnclosure and when the 
King went down on the lawn to talk 
with her Queen Alexandra singled her 
out among the crowd and bowed, Mrs. 
Palmer responding with a profound 
coutresy. Mrs. Palmer’s gown of butter- 
cup yellow was a veritable work of art. 
The coatee was embroidered all over 
with humming birds, flowers and stars, 
and around her neck was a necklace of 
many colored stones, from which de- 
pended a huge locket of rubies, emer- 
alds and pink diamonds.

On June 18, Mark Twain appeared in London in 
company with Bernard Shaw, who introduced a 
waiting crowd of London journalists as “these 
pests.”” Their first question to Dr. Clemens was 
of how far he was serious in his life and writings, 
especially in the Jumping Frog as natural history.

against confiscation as the standard of legal judg- 
ment.

A Washington official cotton bulletin issued 
during the week announced that the value of the 
cotton exports for the year ending with June 
would reach the unprecedented round number fig- 
‘ures of $500,000,000. This not only breaks all pre- 
vious records, but it shows steady advance in total 
values even with lower prices last year than in 
1904 or 1905. The meaning of cuch figures in cash 
or cash values, returning from abroad on this 
single item of raw cotton, appears in official fig- 
ures, showing that it is more than twice the gross 
returns from exports of wheat, corn and all other 
grain, and more than $40,000,000 in excess of the 
total value of all finished goods exported from the 
United States in 1906. The effect of this exporta- 
‘tion, continued at prices of 10 cents or over for 
such a surplus as that of last year, must be far- 
reaching in Europe and equally far-reaching in 
forcing the full development of the Southwestern 
Cotton States.

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ABOUT INDEPENDENT TERMINALS. 


The controversy coneerning the question of 
railroad terminals is presenting some very singu- 
lar phases. Rarely does a discugsion of a purely 
mechanical proposition, affecting public interest 
only, develop such a degree of rancor and intol- 
erance as that exhibited by the gentlemen who 
are conducting the movement for independent 
terminals, as against union terminals, in this 
city. To differ with them is to invite not mere- 
ly abuse, but silly and willful misrepresentation 
in debate and in print. 

When the Post-Dispatch, in the late nineties, 
began its long and determined fight for the eman- 
cipation of this city from the strangle-hold of 
the bridge trust, few of the shouters of today 
could see it to their interest to even whisper in 
opposition to the powerful monopoly... Without 
their help, without their expressed sympathy, 
and without any interest of its own that could 
possibly be served, the Post-Dispatch carried the 
fight through the years, until today St. Louis is 
on the map as a basing point, the free bridge is 
an assured thing, most of the arbitrary is abol- 
ished and the combine that stunted the city’s 
growth for a generation is fighting for its life 
in the Federal courts. A few men and papers 
whose conversion:came too late to be of notable 
aid to the cause, are not onty loud and active 
in the forefront, but with professed disinterested- 
ness are proscribing as deserters those by whom 
the battle was won, because the latter see the 
largest public advantage in concentrated, or 
union, terminals without monopoly burdens. 

The great body of St. Louisans are keeping 
their temper and quietly studying the vital ques- 
tions which are presented by the pending wharf 
terminal bill. To most of them the proposition 
is the simple one that we want terminals only for 
what they accomplish in our commerce. 

A nest of railroad switches and warehouses 
and cars and locomotives is not decorative, and 
hence is not wanted for landscape effect. 

It is not creative, and hence is not. wanted for 
its productive value. 

It is an evil, although a necessary one, and it 
is such a nuisance that it blights a residence dis- 
trict half a mile away. 

The argument that terminals should be manv 
and extensive because they can be made to pay 
large taxes is humorous. If it were accorded any 
weight at all it is counterbalanced by the obvious 
fact that the surrounding property loses taxable 
value in the same degree as the terminal yards 
take it on. 

We want terminals because we want to ship 
and receive freight; and we want them in as 
small number and limited space as are consist- 
ent with expeditious and economical freight 
handling. Let this be the starting point and 
the basis of all argument. 

It would be most desirable to mar but one 
spot in the city with these unsightly aggrega- 
tions of tracks and cars, were that compatible 
with a quick and cheap communication between 
railroads and shippers. What is there, then, in 
this fierce demand that terminals be scattered—- 
that every road establish a labyrinth of its own 
—that the largest.possible number of shunts and 
bumps be inflicted on every car of freight before 
the consignee be permitted to unload it? 

If a clear-headed business man owned St. 
Louis and directed her commercial operations, 
would he concentrate his terminals at three or 
four points contiguous to the commercial cen- 
ters, or would he build twenty-five or thirty ex- 
pensive terminalss-one for each road—with no 
central distributing yard, or clearing house? 

It is argued by the Globe-Democrat, with mucn 
seeming confidence, that separate terminals are 
best for the public because, in other cities, rail- 
road companies have established them from 
choice, and have found them profitable. The ar- 
gument is bewildering. If the fact that the rail- 
roads do a thing from choice is proof that the 
public interest is being conserved, what is the 
matter with what the railroad and bridge com- 
bine has been doing to St. Louis for the past 25 
years? If the railroads find separate terminals 
more profitable than union termimals in other 
cities, from what source is this extra revenue 
or profit derived? It must come out of the freight 
handled, as that is the only source. Then we 
have it that the public is benefited by paying an 
increased price to the railroads for handling its 
freight, and by such an arrangement of termi- 
nals as will insure the maximum of delay in de- 
livery or forwarding of its goods. 

We repeat that our legislators should keep in 








course, with protection of our highways and wa- 
ter front. ; 

It is encouraging to note that the City Coun- 
cil committee, in consultation with the Municipal 
Commission, Wharf Commissioner and the City 
Counselor, have not yet taken on the rabies, but 
are proceeding in a common-sense, orderly way to 
remodel the pending wharf bill so as to guard the 
river front against obstruction or blockade, while 
at the same time affording the largest possible 
facility for railroad freight handling.

Thé section insuring the open door to every 
form of transportation company, on absolutely 
equal terms, should be most carefully drawn, both 
as to prohibitions and as to penalties. On this 
section depends much of the efficiency of the free 
bridge. The most frequent argument advanced 
by free bridge opponents has been the assertion 
that the structure would be useless because of 
want of terminals. This bill should forever quiet 
that argument by securing to the free bridge the 
unhampered use of the vast terminal system al- 
ready established, just as the other bridges use 
it. ' | 

The result of the Federal Court case for dis- 
solution of the Terminal Association cannot, of 
course, be foreseen. Inasmuch as that corpora- 
tion still retains its grasp of extortion on St. 
Louis commerce, in.the form of the coal arbi- 
trary, the people of St. Louis are naturally hope- 
ful that the Court will find the institution to be 
inimical to pvblic interest. But the Court would, 
of course, in such case, provide for the disposi- 
tion of the property. The union terminals are 
here to stay and they are a grand possession, un- 
equaled in any other city in the world. They will 
not vanish. They will, under some form of con- 
trol, do the people’s work, and do it well. They 
should be strengthened, extended and perfected 
under wise safeguards. The human element, 
which has made this great property a challenge 
of opprobrium, can be altered, changed, improved 
—and it will be, as the people and the courts 
grow in the wisdom of experience and the cour- 
age of conviction. , 

Nor should it be overlooked that we have now 
in the new powers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission under the rate regulation act an ef- 
ficient means of protection against unreasonable 
or discriminating rates.

THE WAY OPEN TO DISTINCTION. 

Wednesday, June 19, ought to be remembered 
as a red-letter day in Wisconsin, for on that day 
the University of Wisconsin conferred 525 degrees, 
of all grades, from that of the laureled “bachelor” 
to that which certifies the fitness of the holder 
to teach the world the arts, the sciences, the 
philosophy of life, morals, laws and everything 
else imaginable. 

We have never yet made such a record for one 
day in Missouri, but there is a good time coming 
when we may break even that high water mark 
of democracy for the distinction of learning. Ger- 
many is setting us a healthful example, for, ac- 
cording to its latest annual exhibit, it turned out 
3131 doctors of philosophy and law from only 
°1 universities, in a single twelve-month. 

This is as it should be. When our totals are 
footed up from all the states, we may not surpass 
it in the : ext twelve-month, Lut we are for thor- 
oughness in this and everything With 
the impulse for making such _ distinctions 
democratic, as they ought to Le, upon us, we are 
not likely to be distanced long by Germany or 
any other country. 

As feudal corporations, chartered in the Mid- 
dle Ages to keep up class distinctions and to 
make class lines as hard and fast as possible, col- 
leges and universities were intended to supply 
distinctions to the cripples and unhealthy sons of 
feudal families who were not in the line of suc- 
cession for inherited titles and could not hope 
to win the “honors of knighthood” in war. 
Though even in the Middle Ages it was not easy 
to hold them to these restrictions, the purpose 
of creating only a select and restricted titled class 
has survived until within living memory.

A NEW HEALTH DISCOVERY. 

In Harper’s Magazine for July Prof. Robert Ken- 
nedy Duncan describes a discovery which promises 
to be of immense value in healing diseases: The 
discovery that deadly microbes may be of vast good, 
by inoculation. The article is one of this writers 
series on ‘“The Chémistry of Commerce,’ and tells of 
the wonderful experiments an. investigations of the 
English professor who has discovered the secret of 
what are called ‘“‘opsonins’’—an opsonin being ‘a 
substance occurring in the liquid blood-plasma that 
renders microbes susceptible of being taken up by 
corpuscles.’’ The methods and results seem miracu- 
lous, for the very things which seem, and which are, 
most inimical to health and life are used for the 
preservation of health and life. In one of the cases 
enumerated the patient was inoculated with two bil- 
lions of microbes!

LEAD PENCILS FROM POTATOES. 

Potatoes are now being used in Germany for mak- 
ing lead pencils and it is said that in a short time 
the wooden pencil will be driven out of the market. 
The new product is slightly heavier than the cedar 
wood article, but is the same in size, form and ap- 
pearance, admits of sharpening more easily, and can 
be made at a nominal] price. 

A company has been founded in Berlin to manufac- 
ture the article. The cost of manufacture is esti- 
mated at $0.00928. The second quality pencil can be 
made at a cost of only $0.00595. 

At the estimated production of 48,000 pencils a day, 
the yearly production would be 14,400,000 pencils. Ex- 
ports of these pencils from Germany to foreign coun- 
tries for a year equaled 15,166 tons, or a total of 
3,033,200,000 pencils.

SAULT STE. MARIE CANAL MONOLITH. 

The obelisk which will be set up to commemorate 
the opening of the Sault Ste. Marie Cana] has been 
completed at one of the Branford, Conn., quarries 
and is ready for shipment. Th shaft is of hammered 
Stony Creek red granite, is 45 feet long, 5 feet v inches 
square at the top, tapering to a dimension of one 
foot square and then finished to a point, and weighs 
about sixty tons. The longest car available for ite 
transportation is 36 feet, and it will be necessary 
to mount a bed on swivels to carry the shaft and to 
allow for the sway of the shaft as the train rounds 
curves. 


RAPIID TRANSIT IN LONDON. 

Slowly but surely the traveling facilities of the 
world’s greatest city are improving. ‘There are 
now many hundreds of motor 'buses. Most of these 
are fitted with petrol engines, and the usual horse- 
power is 35 h.-p. As for the tramways, the London 
County Council now operates about sixty miles. The 
first portion of the track was laid with short yokes, 


carrying the slot rails only. In the later designs 
the alternate yokes were extended to carry also the 
track rails. Side-slot condult has recently been 
laid for a short length. It is of interest to recal] 
that the first piece of underground railway in Lon- 
don was opened 44 years ago. There are now seven 
tube lines, as well as the electrifled underground 
railway. The greatest problem in connection with 
the tubes is that connected with their efficient venti- 
lation. Doubtless the ideal method of transit is the 
electrically propelled read vehicle, but until there 
are further improvements in accumulators, the petrol 
engines "bus will probably continue to appeal to the 
Londoner as the quickest means of transit. 


A CITY FOR THE BLIND. 

A new and beneficial scheme on behalf of those be- 
reft of sight has been initiated by the Queen of 
Roumania, who has conceived the idea of founding a 
city especially for the blind. All the blind are to be 
removed from the precarious and often miserable ex- 
istence which has been theirs, and grouped together 
in a colony where their hardships will no longer 
weigh upon them and where they will find interesting 
occupation befitting their condition. One of the re- 
markable features of the colony is a new method of 
printing, which can be performed by the blind. It 
was invented by the Queen’s biind secretary, whom 
she especially engaged to help her in her work. 


SATURN’S ATMOSPHERE. 

A recently published report of a photographic study 
of Saturn, carried out by Mr. V. M. Slipher at Low- 
ell Observatory, brings out some new and interesting 
facts concerning the atmosphere of this unique 
planet. 

The moon was photographed at about the same 
altitude as Saturn, so that the absorption of light 
due to the earth's atmosphere affected equally the 
spectra of both planets. As the solar light reaching 
the earth by reflection has the same spectrum as 
direct sunlight, and also the same ag the sunlight 
reaching Saturn, it follows that if the light 
from the 'great ringed planet shows a different 
spectrum from that of the moon the differences 
must be due chiefly to selective absorption in the 
very atmosphere of Saturn itself. 

It has been previously supposed that there were 
traces of water vapor in the atmosphere of Saturn. 
But Mr. Slipher’s spectrograms show no trace of 
aqueous matter in it. His photographic study shows 
also that none of the distinguishing bands observed 
in the- spectrum of Saturn appear in the spectra of 
the rings. The inference is that if the rings possess 
any atmosphere at all it must be much rarer than 
that enveloping the ball of the glant planet. 

It thus appears from the spectrascopic observations 
that this star having a mean diameter more than 
nine times ag great as the earth’s, is in such an ad- 
vanced stage of development that its water masses 
have been absorbed in its crust.

T may be assumed as a general proposition that 

| the use of drugs and alcoho] in the treatment of 

most forms of illness is of no great advantage. 

It- is true that we have certain acute diseases for 

which there are specific remedies. In diphtheria we 

Blve antitoxin and for acute rheumatism we have 
the salicylic compounds. 


When dealing with these diseases it is important 
that the remedy be administered as early in the at- 
tack as possible and that it be given in« sufficient 
doses to stop the disease or to minimize its effects. 

But in most cases, unfortunately, 
possession of such antidotes. ‘The contest between 
the chemical forces of the body and the invader 
must proceed until one or the other gains the upper 
hand, and all we can do is to make the circumstanceg 
as favorable as possible to the former.. 


It is in viewing the matter in this light that one 
appreciates the necessity of adopting measures that 
will maintain. the general nutrition of the tissues, 
It is important that nourishment be supplied in such 
ferms and quantities as will admit of its ready as- 
Similation.

Complete rest\in bed and a due proportion of sleep 
are essential. Hot water applications are most ad- 
visable. Besides soothing and relieving the patient 
they often aid powerfully in the elimination of the 
toxin.

The importance of timing te athletes 
Os so great that one often wonders if 
the devotees of sport realize how large 
@ part the expert timer plays in the 
®uccess or non-success of their contests. 
Mere victory amounts to little un ess 
the character of the performance is 
sufficient to make it notable, and the 


oes, quality of the performance depends al- 
: ‘most as much on the timer as on the 


contesting athlete. 

This was aptly illustrated in the ‘ast 
Vanderbilt Cup race, where the rate of 
speed was of far more importance than 
the victory or defeat of any individual 
competitor. In that race had provision 
not been made to check the watches of 
the officia' timers the event would have 
Deen a flat failure, because the streng 
@lectric currents and batteries used 
about the course magnetized severa! of 
the watches, and but for the presence of 
@ number, correct figures could not 
possibly have been obtained. 

Tt is no light task to time an event 
correctiy, and it requfres close appli- 
cation, expert knowledge of timepieces, 
and long experience. ‘The timer must 
have his finger ever ready on the push 
plece, must instantly start his watch 
With the flash of the gun and must con- 
centrate his attention solely on the tape 
as the contestants approach the finish. 
The identity of the winner must never

The electric system of timing, which 
is rew being used in automobile races 
and the like, is effective for the_pur- 
pose because contact can be obtained 
with the foremost part of the machines, 
but for footraces there is no practica) 
rethod as yet of employing the electric 
device. 

In the automobile races for the Van- 
derbilt cup the electric appartus was 
not used, but a corps of 12 experienced 
times were employed, six of whom were 
at the start and the others stationed at 
various distances about the course. At 
Ormond Beach, in Florida, the electric 
device was satisfactorily used, but this 
Was over a short course, where the pos- 
sibility of errer ceuld readily be de- 
tected, as would not be practicable for 
the longer 300-mile Vanderbilt race. 

One will recall the celebrated trial of 
‘“Mile-a-Minute’’ Murpny to cover a mile 
in 60 seconds, paced by the railroad 
train. For the event a special track of 
three miles’ length was constructed with 
boarded path laid between the. ties 
planed over the entire distance, as the 
possibility of a splinter tearing the tire 
would have meant death to the rider. 
On the rear of the train was a hood 
holding judges and timers and protect- 
ing Murphy, and ae were placed to 
indicate the varieus distances along the 
road. Murphy's time was 57 4-5 seconds 
for the mile, and, of course, has never 
been approached by a cyclist before or 
since. 

Many amusing experitences have devel- 
oped in timing. That of Lon Meyers, 
running in “ge against records, is 
recalled. The Britishers were skeptical 
on the accuracy of Meyers’ records, and 
when he went abroad ne was asked to 
give an exhibition before his trial. He

.» TILL closer are the leading teams 
S of the American Leaj,ue at the 
end of another weck. The race 
bids fair to be of more interest and ex- 
citement than that of 1906, but while 
the teams are fighting it out the owners 
are increasing their bank accounts and 
the fans have no complaint if the good 
article ef ball is maintained. 

Which team will win the pennant? 
name a club would be to 
judge from the present standing Chi- 
cago and Cleveland seem to have the 
best chance, but it is too early to con- 
sider Detroit, Philadelphia, New York 
and St. Louis out of the race. Many of 
the American League teams have been 
severely handicapped by the loss of one 
or more players, by the failure of 1906 
stars to again play the game they did 
last season and the unnatural weather 
conditions the spring of this year has 
served the old men, particularly pitch- 
ers, a bad turn. 

In the Natienal League Chicago seems 
to have the pennant under its control 
earlier than it did in 1906. This season 
the Cubs have Jack Taylor, Overall and 
I'raser to help in the box and their pres- 
ence has been very noticeable. The three 
men are seasoned veterans and pitch 
heady ball. 

The remaining feature of interest in 
the National League is the fight be- 
tween New York, Pittsburg and Phila- 
delphia. for second, third and fourth 
places. The Giants are not strong 
eneugh for the Cubs and do not appear 
any too strong for their nearest rivals. 

While in St. Louis with his new team, 
George B. Dovey was asked, ‘Is there 
any truth in the insinuation from New 
York that Barney Dreyfus is a stock- 
holder in the Boston club?”

I am 
getting sick and tired of being held up 
as a representative of other capital in- 
terest instead of being recognized as the 
actual owner of the Boston club; and 
if that New Yorker is-fair and game 
he’ll jump at the propesition I make or 
give me credit for owning the club.”’ 
lJ ef tne American Jeague has 

ever been found a willing talker 
about the great national game and par- 
ticularly his position with it. 
“t'mpiring is a business,”” eays "Shu. 
“and it has been mine for twelve years, 
during which time I naturally have had 
some very queer experiences. If I have 
attained any success as an arbitrator 
it is because I. have put my mind down 
to my work and given it- just as much 
of my time and thought. as have. been 
iven to other lines ot businesr and pro- 
feeston.”’ 
O'Loughlin is considered by the great 
mass of fans the best and fairest um- 
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is a great injustice. An um- 
a better position to judge a 
close play than anyone else.

It has always 
been my idea to let the’ public and 
players know that the umpire is the 
real thing. He should create this im- 
pression when he walks upon the fleld 
and impress it upon every one’s mind 
as the game progresses. 

“fT have made up:-my mind to give 
the public all that is coming to it from 
the umpire. The people in the stands 
are entitled to know the decision I ren- 
der, and I try to make these plain both 
by signals with my hands and arms 
and also by what many cdll my peculiar 
manner in announcing balls and strikes. 

“I draw out strikes as long as pos- 
sible, so that they can be easily distin- 
guished from the balls. I never say two, 
because it is sometimes misunderstood. 
while ‘“‘tuh” is never 
thing else. 

“One of the first things 
should learn 1s to get 
play as possible. Move about and make 
the players do the same. Put action 
into your work and the players will fol- 
low suit. There is nothing more ttre- 
some than a draggy game of ball. and 
the umpire can make it draggy if he is 
so disposed. 

“Hold all players tn check and you 
will never have trouble with them. I 
began umpiring when I was 2 years 
old, and I have been at {t ever since.”’ 
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FORGE McBRIDRE, the former 
G*< Cardinal shortstop, now playing 
with Jimmy Burke's Kansas City 
Blues, is the most c! losely watched man 
in the minor leagues.

He 
would rather discuss any other player ir 
a nine with which he happens to be 
connected than himself. If he should 
win five games in succession by making 
a home run each day the chances are 
that the only expression of satisfac- 
tion to be gleaned from him would be 
that his team had won. That’s why 
baseball ‘“‘fans” like Lajolie. 


“Hans” Wagner is even more diffi- 
dent than Lajole. If he thought he 
was up to be interviewed he would be 
likely to lock himself in his room. But 
‘“‘Hans’”’ is an idol. The baseball pub- 
lic, from California to Maine, knows 
that if he comes to the plate he is like- 
ly to drive the ball so far that the out- 
fielders will chase it to the fences, or 
with such tremendous force that a 
fielder could scarcely be criticised for 
avoiding it.

This is reasonable, because this is the 
primary obiect for which these associa- 
tions are formed. 

The racetrack business is one of the 
most profitable of enterprises, and there 
are no instances, of which the writer 
is aware, that a racing corporation be- 
came a bankrupt. 

The business is conducted on a cash 
basis, and the margin of profit ts large. 

in almost all the states aid territories 
of the Union, racing is legalized, and as 
the sport is exceedingly popular, a good 
average attendance is always assured. 

The racing associations get the money 
on the same principle that the ‘‘widow” 
in a poker game gets all the chips, if 
they only last long enough. 

Suppose six or seven persons sit down 
tc a game of poker at which there is a 
“widow,” and it is only a matter of 
time unti! she has all the collateru!. 

In the same manner the various rac- 
ing associations are the ‘“‘widows” of 
the ‘‘sport of kings.’’

Original Finding as Sent Out by Pulliam and 
Herrmann—St. Louis Club’s Claim Was 


Full of Flaws. 





HAIRMAN HERRMANN of the 
ay National Commission, today made 
public the decision in the Mike 
Kelley case. The decision throws light 
on many things in connection with the 
case which have heretofore not been 
known to the public. 

The decision in futl follows: 

“In re claim of St. Louis American 
League ‘Club relative to title of player, 
M. J. Kelley: 

“This case comes to the commission 
in rather a peculiar way. Some time 
ago, Mr. Johnson notified the commis- 
sion that he was reliably informed that 
Mr. Kelley was managing the Der 
Moines club of the Western League. He 
insisted that that league and club 
at once notified that Kelley was inell- 
gible—and that protection would be 
withdrawn from any club that engaged 
his services, contending: 

“A—That Kelley was a reserved player 
of the St. Louis American League Club. 
and 

“B—That the National Commission had 
decided that he was ineligible to play 
with any national agreement club until 
such time as the American Association 
should lift the ban of ineligibility they 
had placed against Kelley. 

“An order to this efect was at once 
sent by the chairman of the commission 
to Mr. O'Neill, the president of the 
Western League. 


ve 


Order Is Rescinded. 


“A few days thereafter Mr. 
attorney called the attention 
commission to the fact that Kelley's 
name did not appear upon the reserva- 
tion list of the St. Louis American 
League club. It was also discovered that

the commission had never taken any ac- 
tion with respect to the ineligibility 
against Kelley, as above indicated, and 
thereupon the chairman of the commis- 
sion immediately rescinded his former 
order in this matter, contending that ‘t 
had been sent out under an erroneous 
impression, which was correct. Mt 
O'Neill and Mr. Cantillon were notified 
that the orier would be rescinded be- 
cause a question had been raised as to 
the title of the St. Louis club to Kel- 
ley, 

“The attention of the St. Loufs Amer- 
lean League Club was called to the mat- 
ter, and that club thereupon presented 
their claim to the commission, contend- 
ing that, notwithstanding their failure 
to put Kelley on their reservation list, 
they still maintained that he was an as- 
set of their club, and that title to him 
was still. vested in their club. They 
called attention to the principle laid 
down by the commission in finding No. 
185, known as the Waterloo case, !n 
which the commission held, among other 
things, that 

“*The reservation clause of the na- 
tional agreement is to protect the club 
owners in their players, and they cannot 
be lost to a club by an oversight or @ 
mistake.’ 

St. Louls Fails to Make Point. 

“The St, Louls Club was requested to 
make their claim more definite, which 
they did, employing the following lan-

sion, we have been led to understand 
that the object of the National Commis- 
sion was to consider the equity and in- 
boven in rendering their decisions, and 
not a technicality or an oversight, either 
on the part of the club owner or the 
baseball player. 

“And again, we contend that if Kel- 
ley was not in our reservation list it was 
purely an oversight and mistake. Also 
that it was unnecessary. 

“In their communication they 
conclude that they thought it was un- 
necessary to put a player on the reser- 
vation list who was blacklisted, sus- 
pended or placed upon the disability 
list. 

“We hold that the Waterloo finding 
(No. 185), does not apply in this case. 

“In that the reserved list was 
sent in on Oct. 18, instead of Sept. 15. 
Their excuse, however, was, that the 
club had ended the season without a 
manager, and that the president of the

Rule Covers Point. 


“As to their contention that the fail- 
ure to place Kelley on their reservation 
list was purely an oversight and mis- 
take—Wwe call attention to rule 28, of 
the National Commission, pertaining to 
reservation of players, as follows: 

“After the list of players has been 
promulgated, the secretary of the com- 
mission, as provided by section 1, article 
7, of the national agreement, all omis- 
sions, corrections and errors contained 
therein must be made by ali clubs a 
party to the agreement, within fifteen 
days after such promulgation, by send- 
ing such omissions, corrections and er- 
rors to the secretary of the commission

“Fast Mail” in Texas Pan Handle 
Is Too Much for the 
Passengers.

MULES AS MOTOR POWER 


——_ 


Up Hill and Down, Over Smooth 
and Rough, Steady Gallop 
Is Maintained. 





FORT WORTH, Tex, June 22.—Prob- 
‘ably the swiftest mail hack line of the 
geveral hundred in Texas is that be- 
tween Childress and Floydada in the 
Panhandle. The distance, 108 miles, is 
covered in the incredibly short time of 
li hours and less. 

' The line is owned by W. H. Jackson of 
Childress. Mr. Jackson also owns the 
line between Childress and Paducah. 

The mail hack, or coach, drawn by a 
team of wiry little Spanish mules, 
leaves the Childress depot—if it gets 
away on schedule time—at 4a. m. A 
bugle warns the’ prospective p.ssengers 
who may be lodging in the two hotels 
of its coming. The passenger is re- 
quired to be up and doing if ne wishes 
to go over the “‘Fast Mail’ line and de- 
lays of over twenty minutes are not 
tolerated. 

Sometimes as many as four and five 
passengers are taken aboard the can- 





vas-covered packet, .n addition to some 
400 or 500 pounds of freight. 

Outside the city limits the energetic 
little hybrids are goaded into a gallop. 
‘ihe roads are hard as brick and rough. 
Cver “boulders” and into ‘‘prairie dog”’ 
holes it bumps while seeming!y—to the 
passenger—the motive power is goaded 
to a faster pace. 

Out ten miles a short stop is made. 
Another team, resembling in all re- 
spects the first, is waiting and is quick- 
ly ‘hooked’ to the hack. Passengers 
take a new grip on the sides of the 
seats, the “prairie schooner’ pulls out 
into the road again and all are off for 
another ten-mile dash. 

A change of teams is made at inter- 
vals of every ten miles over the long 
trip. Every foot of ground, up hill and 
down, is made ina gallop. The passen- 
ger exhibits rare bravery if he does 
not “jump the game” the first stop and 
finish the journey in some other ve- 
hicle than a rickety mail hack bounding 
along at a 12-mile clip. 


Some Rough Country. 


The greater part of the road is as 
level almost as a table. At places it is 
so rough as to be called almost moun- 
tainous. Especially is this latter true 
at the foot of the Staked Plains. 

Here the road, after winding through 
numberless ‘‘brakes’’—miniature Grand 
Canons—leads up an incline some half 
mile in length. At one place a curve is 
rounded and the passenger in search 
of majestic scenery may feast his eyes 
on gorges some 200 feet deep on the one 
side and on the other a cliff rising tc a 
perpendicular height of almost the same 
distance. 


It is said that but very few passen- 
rers have ridden the rickety hack on its 
mad dash down this incline, without 
registering a vow not to do it again.

“This General,”” began Prof. Bing- 
ham, ‘in 1819 made a march across 
Venezuela and Colombia to the interior, 
which may be compared for difficulty 
with the marches of Napoleon and Han- 
nibal across the Alps. 1 wanted to see 
for myself the actual difficuities ond 
zo over the same route. 
when I found that Dr. Hamilton Rice 
‘of Boston, who is a 'ellew of the Royal 
Geographical Society, was willing to go 
with me, I Jumped at the chance. 

‘“‘We met in Caracas in December, or- 
ganized the expedition there and started 
about New Year’s. We expected to 
reach Bogota in 60 days, a distance of 
about 1000. miles, but owing to the dif- 
ficulties of the route it took us twice 
as long, and we didn’t reach Bogota 
till the end of April. 


Map of Famous Battlefields. 


“Our first big piece of work was to 
make a map of the battlefield of Cara- 
bobo. Although two battles, and one of 
them the most important ever fought 
in Venezuela, occurred on the plains of 
Carabcbo, there has never, so far as TI 
am aware, been any topographical map 
made of that region. 

“One of the most annoying features of 
travel in Western Venezuela are the 
numerous biting insects. 

“Near the city of Barinas I took oc- 
casion to count the bites on my left 
arm and found that I had 68. They in- 
cluded every variety—ants, fieas, flies, 
midges and mosquitoes. Of these the 
river fly is the most annoying; it leaves 
a black spot on the hand. 

We were prepared for snakes, and 
Dr. Rice spent a week in Caracas study- 
ing the different kinds of snakes in 
that country and remedies for their 
bites. But in my six months in Vene- 
zuela and Colombia I only saw one live 
snake long enough to describe it ac- 
curately. 

“One hears a great deal of the dan- 
gers from pumas and jaguars in the in- 
terior. We saw three in captivity, and 
none in a wild state, though we occa- 
sionally saw their tracks. 

Lepers Brought Into Room. 

“In the village of Socha, in Colombia, 
the Alcalde asked us to examine some 
poor people who needed a physician’s 
certificate to be sent to the Government 
Hospital. He said: 

“It was not until they had been driv- 
en into our room that we were told that 
they were lepers. Fortunately for us 
it turned out that none of them really 
had leprosy. 

“To one looking at the map it seems 
as though the most difficult part of

But there were, he said, his 
speeches, his letters and his past utter- 
ances to throw a flood of light upon 
what political candidates so fondly term 
their ‘‘record.”’ 


Read What He Has Said. 

So look over this presidential possi- 
bility, read about his life, his beliefs, 
his political associations, his business 
affiliations, his declarations about 
corporations and trusts and see what 
you think of him. 

He frankly says he would like to be 
President, and he is taking his candi- 
dacy very seriously, despite the fact 
that everything depends upon what The- 
odore Roosevelt decides to do. 

At its Republican convention 10 days 
ago the State of Pennsylvania pre- 
sented Mr. Knox to the country as ‘ts 
favored candidate and, in effect, pledged 
him her 68 votes to be delivered at the 
rational convention next June—more 
than any other man in the Republican 
party has up to date. Within a few 
months Indiana will promise her 3) 
votes to Vice-President Fairbanks; Illi- 
nois her 54 to Joseph G. Cannon, and 
perhaps, Ohio her 46 to William H. Taft, 
Secretary of War—or with the same big 
“IF” when the name of Roosevelt is 
mentioned. 


Fought Northern Securities, 

The most important act of Mr. Knox’s 
public service occurred in 1903 when, aa 
Attorney-General of the United States, 
he conducted the legal proceedings that 
dissolved the Northern Securities Co. 
and blocked the Wall street scheme of 
combining the great railways of the 
country into a tremendous trust. 

The next greatest thing he did for 
the public—one that is not generally 
known—was to write the report of the 
Frick Committee of Equtable Life As- 
surance Society Directory that was the 
first official exposure of corruption in 
the Equitable. 

Then he did this thing: He it was 
who drafted the Iecgisaltion in Congress 
known ag the Elkins law, which stopped 
railroad rebates, but which, also, stop- 
ping short of sending guilty railroad 
officials to Jail, let them off with fines, 


Frick Is Knox's Hanna 

There are other commendable things 
in Mr. Knox’s career, but really the 
most important circumstance in his life 
is Henry C. Frisk. What Marcus A. 
Hanna was to President MckKinley, Mr. 
Frick ig to Senator Knox. There is a 
great difference in the t-mperament, 
cducation, character and persenality of 
McKinley and Knox, but there is little 
variance in the general outline of Hanna 
and Frick. The one put his ideal of 
American citizenship in the White 
House by his masterly abiifty of organ- 
ization and his manipulation of men 
and dollars. 

To a certain extent the other is seek- 
ing to carry out this same plan. In 
some respects Mr. Frick is a superior 
genius to the Ohio Warwick. His meth- 
ods are not so blunt. He nas more ag- 
gressiveness. He is at once autocratic 
in controlling individuals and democrat- 
ic in dealing with masses. Ha has enor- 
moug personal wealth, but wourage to 
speak out against the abuses of wealth. 
He believes tn Philander Chase Knox, 
who, himself has many courngeous qual- 
ities and very great abilities. It will be 


- peortratins to watch what this combina- 
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have for its leading issues the warfare 
against predatory wealth, revision of 
the tariff and the question how far the 
Federal Government mnay invade State 
rights. Taking these issues in their re- 
verse order, Senator Knox is a Federal- 
ist, believing in strong control by the 
National Government. 

Next he would like to be a tariff re- 
visionist, but residing in that inner sanc- 
tuary of high protection, Pittsburg, tar- 
iff becomes one of those delicate sub- 
jects so embarrassing to political candi- 
dates, and it will be a long time before 
he breathes the word. 


Neither Conservative or Radical. 
Now for the last and most important 


issue. He is a progressive, circumscribed 
with the ponderous Constitution. He is 


a reformer equipped with airbrakes and 
his hand is on the lever. He is not a 
conservative, but there are extremes of 
radicalism proclaimed by President 
Roosevelt to which he will not go. 

. Theoretically this is an ideal position 
in these uncertain times. On the one 
hand there is his record of overthrow- 
ing the great railroad combine, and, on 
the other, his profound reverence for 
the law, the courts and the Constitu- 
tion to check the growing tendency to- 
ward radicalism, Socialism and Govern- 
ment ownership. But in days of revolu- 
tion, whether they be of physical vio- 
lence or peacefully economic, the man 
in the middle generally gets squeezed. 


There is one other side to Senator 
Knox's mind which I think I discerned 
from study of him. He is an individ- 
ualist, not a corporationist. Most of his 
professional legal career was devoted to 
acting as counsel to incorporated com- 
panies, yet he strongly champions the 
rights of an individual as against those 
arrogated by an inanimate corporation. 

For many years he was counsel to the 
Carnegie Stee] Co., but the humble in- 
dividual with a just claim against the 
corporation was certain of receiving the 
Same consideration as a million-dollar 
concern. The suit at law to which he 
gave the hardest work of his life was 
that of a poor man, who could not pay 
him a penny of fee, in a fight against a 
corporation. 

Nelgbbors Clas, Him With Aristocrats 

This Seems almost a parodox that a 
man of personal wealth, of affiliation 
with Captains and corporate industry. 
their adviser and their counsel, could 
believe at the same time more strongly 
in the rights of the humble individuai. 

In the region around Valley Forge the 
common people do not think much of 
Mr. Knox as a neighbor. They say he 
passes them by and never speaks to or 
recognizes them. They class him as an 
exclusive aristocrat. ven in Washing- 
ton he never mixes with the crowd. 

Above all things Philander C. Knox !s 
a lawyer. He once said: ‘‘It is difficult 
to improve upon the great unwritten 
code known as the common law. Under 
its salutary guarantees and restraits the 
English-speaking people have attained 
their wealth and power. It condemns 
monopolies and contracts in restraint of 
trade as well,”

his skill to protect the individual rights 
and constitutional liberties of that un- 
noticed neighbor from unlawful en- 
croachment. 

There is another anomaly in his purely 
legal character. The two greatest cor- 
poration powers in the State of Penn- 
sylvania are the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co. and the Standard Of] Co. Nearly 
every rich man in the commonwealth 
and practically every lawyer of. high 
rank is supposed to have relations with 
one or both of these powers. 

I: is a curious conditon that Senator 
Knox, easily the State’s foremost law- 
yer, never has had a retainer from eith- 
er of them. This brings us directly to 
the question of his attitude toward cor- 
porations, and here it is in his own 
words: 

Era of Overcapitalization. 

“The conspicuous noxious features of 
trusts existent and possible are these: 
Overcapitalization, lack of publicity ol 
operation, discrimination in prices to 
destroy competition, insufficient per- 
sonal responsibility of officers and di- 
rectors for corporate management, ten- 
dency to monopoly and lack of appre- 
ciation in their management of their 
relations to the people, for whose bene- 
fit they are permitted to exist. 

“Overcapitalization is the chief of 
these, and the source from which the 
minor ones flow. It is the possibility 
of overcapitalization that furnishes the 
temptations and oportunities for most 
of the others. Overcapitalization does 
not mean large capitalization or capit- 
alization adequate for the greatest un- 
dertakings. 


Fraud Upon Purchaser. 


“It is the imposition upon an under- 
taking of a liability without a corre- 
sponding asset to represent it. There- 
fore, overcapitalization is a fraud upon 
those who contribute the real capital 
either originally or by purchase, and 
the efforts to realize dividends thereon 
from operations is a fraudulent imposi- 
tion of a burden upon the public. 

“When a property worth $1.0" 
upon all the sober tests of value is cap- 
italized at $5,000,000 and sold to the 
public, it is granted to assume that its 
purchasers will exert every effort to 
keep its earnings up to the basis of 
their capitalization. When the inevita- 
ble depression comes, wages must be 
reduced, prices enhanced, or dividends 
foregone. As prices are naturally not 
increased, but lowered, in dull periods, 
it usually resolves itself into a question 
of wages or dividends. 

“While this condition may exist under 
any circumstances, it is exaggerated 
by overcapitalization in the illustrating 
case five to one. The over-capitalized 
securities enter into the general budget 
of the country, are bought and sold, rise 
and fall, and they fluctuate bet ween 
wider ranges, and are more sensitive 

in proportion as they are further re- 
moved from intrinsic values, and. in

consequence. They also, in the same 
proportion, increase the temptation te 
mismanagement and manipulation by 
corporate administrators. 

“Corporations and joint stock or other 
associations, depending upon any stat- 
utory law for their existence or priv- 
ileges, trading beyond their own states, 
should be required to do business in 
every state and locality upon precisely 
the terms and conditions. There 
should be no discrimination in prices, no 
preferences ,in service. 

Railroads’ Duties to Public, 


“Such corporations serving the public 


Same 


as carriers and in similar capacities 
should be compelled to keep the avenues 
of commerce free and open to all upo: 
the same terms and to observe the 
as to its injunctions against 
competition. Moreover, corporations up- 
on whichthe people depend for the nec- 
essaries of life shoulda be required to 
conduct their business so as regularly 
and reasonably to ‘supply the publid 
needs. 

“They should be subject to visitorial 
supervision, and full and accurate in- 
formation as to their operations should 
be made regularly at reasonable inter- 
vals. Secrecy in the coneuct and results 
of operations is unfair to the non-man- 
aging stockholders, and should, as well 
fo reasons of state, be prohibited by

manifestations of human avarice re- 
quired no statute to declare their un- 
lawfulness, that they were crimes 
against common law—that is, against 
common right.’ 

That was the most radical declaration 
Mr. Knox’s record. Since he 
made it before the Pittsburg Chamber 
of Commerce a few years ago, there 
has been a marked advance in putting 
into operation the curbs and checks on 
corporate power. 

President Roosevelt has gone beyond 
the stand taken by his rormer Attorney- 
General and it is no secret in Washing- 
ton today that Mr. Knox believes it is

refuses to follow the President any fur- 
ther and from now on their ways wil 
diverge, the one going forward, the 
other halting, perhaps receding into con- 
versatism.

DOES NOT KNOW FEAR 





Years Old, She Relies 
on Nerve. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 22.—A fa- 
miliar figure on the drives about Inde- 
pendence, Mo., is that of a _ slender 
young woman, neat of dress and jaunty 
of bearing. Always she is seen: seatel 
in a light and seeniingly fragile cart, 
driving a fiery and frequently rebellious 
horse. 

Occasionally along the country roads 

there are witnesses to a battle for su- 
premacy between this slip of a driver 
and her steed. Men have stood aghast, 
afraid to interfere, while the horse has 
plunged, reared and kicked, seeking ‘0 
smash the frail cart and wrest the reins 
from the curbing hands behind him. 
At such times the witnesses have seen 
the young woman tranquil, smiling, 
steady of eye and hand—and always 
victorious in the contests for mastery. 

This intrepid young woman is Miss 
Clair Tink. Her age is 19. She is the 
daughter of E. N. Link, a veterinary 
surgeon of Independence. Miss Link 
does not care for society and prefers 
her breaking cart to a buggy driven by 
a@ young man acquaintance. 

Breaks Horses for Sport. 

“I break and train horses for pleas- 
ure, not as a business,’’ said Miss Link 
recently. ‘I leve to master Vicious ani- 
mals. It affords me the keenest pleas- 
ure to conquer an unruly horse, and I 
have not yet found one that I could not 
subdue. I have had trouble with some, 
of course, but the pleasure of masterireg 
them has been worth more than all of 
the trouble and danger.”’ 

Miss Link frankly confesses to un- 
bounded eonfidence in her ability to 
vanquish refractory horses, an assur- 
ance that never deserts her. 

“A short time ago I was driving a 
‘fractious’ horse along the electric line 
near Independence,” she said. ‘‘He be- 
came frightened, began to kick and 
finally fell over on the track: Before 
I could get out of his way he had 
kicked me several times. Without re- 
ceiving any serious injury I finally got 
out of the tangle. The shafts were 
broken, but some men wired them up 
for me and I drove the horse back to 
town.”’ 

Tells of “Meanest’”’ Horse. 

“One of the meanest horses I ever 
tried to drive was here in Independence. 
He would run siueways into barb wire 
fences, telephone poles or any oOb- 
ject that chanced to be in the way. 
Sometimes he would fall headlong in 
the road. The trouble with him was 
that someone had been trying to man- 
age him 1\.ho was afraid of him. 

“How do I tame a wild or vicious 
horse? Well, tte main thing when I 
undertake to break such an animal is 
to let him know at the outset that I 
am not afraid of suim. He is smart 
enough to svon underst:ind this. The 
way the trainer approaches him, the 
way the reins are held, tell him a story 
that he can read unerringly. One can’t 
fool a horse by pretending to be confi- 
dent when one is not, 

“This work requires lots of nerve, 
and nothing else will take its place. 
True, one must have strength. I am 
fairly strong, but my strength would 
not suffice it I was. afraid. 

‘4 don’t . what I should do if I 
didnt have a horse to drive.” 

Began Riding at Four. 

ir. Link is proud of his daughter’s 
ability as a horse-breaker. “I could see 
it manifesting itself,’”’ he said, recently, 
“when she was 2 years old. When she 
was 4 she began to ride, and the more 
unruly the hozse the b»tter she seemed 
to like it. When she was 6 years old 
she broke a high-spirited 2-year-old 
horse both to drive and to saddle. Of 
course, we had to hitch it up for her, 
but she did the rest. 

She doesn’t seem to care much for 
the society of other young people of her 
own age. Time that they spend in less 
exciting pursuits she prefers to spend 
in her favorite pastim of taming wild 
horses.”

Says Dream Caused It. 

GOODLAND, Kan., June 22.—John 
Bello, who killed a man and wounded 
two women on a Rock Island train last 
night, told this afternoon the story of 
the shooting. Bello asserts he commit- 
ted the murder in his sleep as the result 
of a terrible dream. His story follows: 

‘My wife and children and I and Pat- 
sy Leganbradi and his wife and children 
lived in Genoa. We decided to come to 
the new world and grow rich, as we 
heard it was easy to do. We landed in 
Boston from the White Star Liner Cym- 
ric a few days ago and took a ttrain for 
the West.

About six years ago a splinter of 
bone worked its way through the flesh 
and soon after Johnson began to suffer 
almost constant headacnes. Thcse grew 
worse and were accompanied by attacks 
of nervous irritability. Periods of un- 
consciousness occurred. 

Operation Was Hazardous, 

A few days ago he entered the hos- 
pital to prepare for the operation. Dr. 
Briggs and five assistants performed 
the hazardous task of trephining the 
skull. 

A circular piece was cut from the 
frontal bone, an inch above the left eye 
and three-quarters of an inch to the 
left of the center. When this disc was 
taken away it was found to be half an 
inch thiek, indicating a recent growth 
inward such as to bring pressure on the 
brain. The irritation on the delicate 
and sensitive membranes of the frontal 
lobe had produced the nervous and 
mental afflictions. 

Two hours were required to perform 
the operation. A touch of the trephin- 
ing instrument on the surface of the 
brain, hardly more than a  hair’s 
breadth distant, would have meant a 
hemorrhage that would have been al- 
most certainly f fatal.

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Says Men Have 


Buy Sunday Cigar 
Sunday Shave. 





Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Falk- 
enhainer told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that if two out of three juries 
decided in favor of closing the barber 
slidps on Sunday he would begin a cru- 
sade to enforce the Sunday closing law 
against all kinds of business and amuse- 
ments. 

The journeymen barbers are fighting 
to close the shops on Sunday. They have 
the 
Criminal Correction and have employcd 


instituted test cases in Court of 


special counsel. Mr. Falkenhainer said 


he had promised the barbers three cases 
before juries, to determine whether the 


barber shops shall be closed or remain 
open on Sunday. If two of the juries 
decide against the open barbershop, Mr. 
Falkenhainer says, he will take it as 
an indication that the people desire a 
strict enforcement of the Sunday law 
against all manner of business and 
amusements and will act accordingly. 

-If.two out of three of the decisions 
are in favor of the open Sunday shop, 
he says, he will take these decisions to 
mean that the people do not desire a 
rigid enforcement of the law, @xcept 
against saloons. 

“If these juries say that the barber 
shops must be closed, then there is no 
reason why the candy, cigar and sun- 
dry departments of drug stores, the lit- 
tle grocery stores, butcher shops, dry 
goods stores, summer gardens, theaters 
and baseball parks shall not be closed 
on Sunday. Of course, there will be 
made no attempt to shut up the pre- 
scription department of a drug _ store, 
for that is a necessity. 

“But druggists will not be allowed to 
sell cigars, tobaccos, ice cream soda nor 
soft drinks. Is it any more necessary 
for a man to smoke on Sunday than 
to have a clean face? If the jury says 
the citizen cannot have his whiskers 
shaved off by his barber, then I take it 
the same jury will say that there is no 
excuse for a man to buy a glass of ice 
cream soda on Sunday. 

“Personally I am not in favor of en- 
forcing the Sunday law against all man- 
ner of business and amusements. But 
I want to give the people the kind of 
law enforcement they demand. I am 
not an advocate of blue laws. but I find 
the Sunday statute on the book, and if 
the people want it applied I shall do 
my best not to disappoint them. If they 
then find it burdensome they can go to 
the Legislature and ask for its repeal. 
It was passed when St. Louls was a 
town of no great importance, and it 
has remained on the statute books, It

BOISE, Idaho, June 22.—The closing 


of the case of the State leaves the bat- 
tle for the life of William D. Hay- 
wood in midfield, and from now on the 
sidés change—the defense assumes the

The State will carry its case on through 


an aggressive cross-examination and 


then present testimony in rebuttal, but 
fits main proposition and showing are al- 
ready before the jury. As to the Steu- 
nenberg crime, which is the one speci- 
fically charged against Haywood, the 
State has made the following showing: 

Jack Simpkins, member of the Execu- 
tive Board of the Western Federation of 
Miners, went to Caldwell three months 
before Steunenberg was murderetl. He 
traveled under the assumed name of 
“Simmons” and lived with Orchard. He 
left Caldwell at the end of a week’s stay 
and later returned for a brief visit of 
less than a day. His presence and move- 
ments are shown by independent wit- 
nesses and registers of hotels where he 
stopped. 

Haywood sent $100 to Simpkins on 
Dec. 21, 190, nine days before the mur- 


der of Steunenberg, and dn unsigned 


letter, sent from Denver on Dec. 30, 


1905, and showing by its address to 
‘Thomas Hogan” that the writer knew 
the alias of Harry Orchard, contained 
the statement that ‘‘that’’ had been sent 
to “Jack’® on Dec. 21, 106. “~ 

Four letters were sent to Mrs. Orchard 
(the second) at Cripple Creek, three by 
Orchard and one by Haywood at various 
times in 1905, and it is claimed that they 
not only show evidence of a plan to 
conceal Orchard’s whereabouts from his 
wife, but was part of a plan to make an 
alibi for him. 

Two circumstances that. have claimed 
general attention are the showing that 
soon after the Vinuicator explosmn Or- 
chard joined Moyer as a bodyguard and 
accompanied him on a trip to Seuthern 
Colorado, and the fact that Orchard 
spent the month of August, 1905, as a 
guest of Pettibone at the latter’s home 
in Denver. 


Orchard’s testimony as to the alleged 
intimacy of himself and the Federation 
leaders and his story of the events at 
Cripple Creek, extending from ‘the first 
attempt at the Vindicator down to the 
destruction of the Independence station, 
will probably be directly controverted 
by practically all the men named by 
him. Many of them are now here and 
they are expected to take the stand and 
swear that he perjured himself, 


There. will also be a general showing 
that the movements, acts and attitudes 
|of Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone dur- 
ing 1903, 1904 and 190% were largely at 
variance and strongly inconsistent with 
the recital of Orchard.

There exists a strong 
showing that Bradley’s house was blown 
up by a gas explosion, and not by a 
bomb, and this will be used to all pogsi- 
ble advantage.

McCall, ‘‘never the sea in anger or 
storm, but aiways under the influence of 
a calm and bright sunshine. Do you 
recall his ‘Shallow Shore’ and ‘Near 
Kennebunkport,’ which he _ exhibited 
last year? And now he gives us ‘Break- 
ing Surf’ and ‘Morning,’ characteristic 
examples of his seascapes. He gives 
such force to the waves with just a 
few strokes of his brush on dry paper, 
and then with a wet wash the softness 
of the spray as the surf dashes against 
the! solid rock. 

“Note the solidity of the rocks of that 
bit of reef.’’ 

“What a charming picture is the ‘No- 
vember Afternoon’ by Charles Warren 
Eaton,” said Mrs. George C. R. Wag- 
ner to Mrs. Albert Blair. ‘‘Eaton paints 
the same suojects in very much the 
same tones in oils, but never with such 
fine feeling and delicacy of color as in 
his water colors.’

railroad switching charges within the 
icity of St. Louis. 

Mr. Fruin declares that the present 
rates exacted by the St. Louis Terminal 
Association and its proprietary railroad 
companies are absolutely prohibitive. 
A glaring exampie of the Terminal 
combine’s extortion is pointed out by 
Mr. Fruin in the case of a car of stone 
shipped from the Fruin-Bambrick quar- 
ry at 800 South Spring avenue to Easton 
and Belt avenues. 

“The car was shipped to Wright & 
Gallagher,” said Mr. Fruin. “It weighed 
$9,000 pounds and the railroads charged 
us at the rate of 47% cents a ton for 
hauling it less than seven miles. 

“Although the Frisco road connected 
with the Wabash, and there should be 
switching charges over but two of these 
roads, the car was taken upon the Ter- 
minal tracks and the switching charges

per ton. It ig needless to say that this 
rate is prohibitive, and this rate is 
charged in spite of the statement by 
Mr. McChesney that the present rate of 
switching is 2 cents per ton for deliv- 
eries anywhere within the limits of the 
city of St. Louis.

“I also mailed a letter stating the 
facts to Mayor Wells, receiving a reply 
from his secretary that it had been re- 
ceived. I therefore drew and asked Mr. 
Tirre to introduce an ordinance regu- 
lating switching charges of roads, elec- 
tric or steam, occupying in part or 
whole public streets, highways, alleys, 
public places, wharf and levee, fixing 
the maximum charge per car by any 
one road to any other road, irrespective 
of tonnage, at $2, and providing that if 
it is transported over three or more 
reads the total charge from one point 
in the city to any other point in the 
city shall not exceed $6. 

“This ordinance is based upon the 
right of the city, through its police, to 
protect its citizens. I am aware, that 
the ordinance will be resisted by the 
arious railroads upon the ground that 
the city has no. power to regulate their 
charges. But it should be remembered 
that the railroads, notably the Wabash, 
in resisting the payment of special taxes 
for the improvements of streets, which 
enabled manufacturers to locate near 
their tracks and give them business, 
set up the defense that the roads are 
public highways and not amenable to 
special tax. I suggest that they should 
choose which alternative they take; 
either they are public highways and ex- 
empt from special tax for Iimprove- 
ments, or they are public highways 
upon which traffic can be regulated 
by police authority.”

But 
the imposition of only ‘‘nominal’’ fines 
in the past has permitted the game to 
continue. Judge Taylor declared that 
he was delighted with the secming effi- 
ciency of heavy fines. 

The only expenses of the policy com- 
panies have been the wages of em- 
ployes and the paymert of fines. The 
business of the New York company 
alone has averaged $1000 dalty.

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BEHEADING MEN 
MATTER OF HABIT 





French Public Executioner, Out of 3 


Job, Says He Was Pub- 
lic Benefactor. 





PARIS, June 22.—Incredible though it 
may seem, the startling discovery has 
just been made by a French journalist 
that Anatole Deibler, the public exe- 
cutionar, is strongly in favor of capi- 
tal punishment. Unfortunately for 
him, his occupation is gone, or, at 
least, is in abeyance. Parliament 
passed ja resolution some time ago in 
favor of abolishing capital punish- 
ment, and pending the discussion of 
a bill on the subject all criminals sen- 
tenced to death are reprieved. 

Diebler, during his enforced leisure, 
received the journalist, who claims 
to be the first to have ever had an in- 
terview with a public executioner 
since 1848, when, seemingly, the men 
who work the guillotine by pressing 
a button were more easily get-at-able. 
Deibler is the son of the former exe- 
cutioner, who died lately, and whose 


father was in the same profession be- 
fore him. 

The present Anatole had much curi- 
ous and pleasant information to give 
about his art and his instruments. He 
has two guillotines. Each cost $600. 
The triangular kKnite, which weighs 
15 pounds, is worth $10. The total 
weight when it falls with its cast- 
tron back is 90 pounds, and it drops 
from a height of 8 feet. 

What are Deibler’s ‘impressions” 
when he presses the button? He has 
not any. At first he felt “a little 
qualmy,” but “it is all a matter of 
habit.” He looks upon the business 
as “a mere surgical Operation.’ In- 
deed, he has a deep sense of his uSse- 
fulness to society. Out of the 112 
criminals whom he executed, only one 
had reached his 40th year. All the 
others were aged from 18 to 26. How 
many more crimes would they not 
have committed had he not put them 
out of the world? asks Deibler. 

He is the mildest-looking of men— 
dapper, neat, insignificant, with 
washy-blue eyes. His salary is $1200 
a year, plus $1700 for expenses. 

But if his office be finally abolised, 
he has means of his own on which to 
live comfortably. He is a man of re- 
tiring disposition, does not “go into 
society’’ much, and has only a few in- 
timates, with whom he-plays a quiet 
game of cards.

Addition to Broadway Structure

Vast Idle Capital. 


There can be no doubt that there is a 
vast amount of capital lying idle and 
unemployed in this country, for in spite 
of all the talk of industrial reaction and 
in spite of the various handicaps under 
which the country’s various lines of 
trade have been operated during recent 
years, there is still a profit in conduct- 
ing most lines of business, only these 
profits have not been diverted, as usual, 
to the market for securities. 

Whenever the market for securities 
sesumes certain tendencies, either in 
the direction of strength and activity 
or in the way of stagnation and weak- 
ness, it is the common custon to seek 
for some close at hand, novel and im- 
mediate explanation of its course. 

That, however, obviouslv is not the 
proper method in attempts to analyze 
the market’s reai condition. The plain- 
est fact in the case at the present time 
might unquestionably be named in im- 
pairment, not to say destruction, of 
credit and confidence, although the 
stronger term has been used rather 
freely by many commentators upon fi- 
nancial affairs, including some  note- 
worthy examples. 

Government Blamed, 


This impairment of confidence, in the 
judgment of the great majority of 
critics, must be placed at the doors 
of the Federal administration. 

The practically interminable 
investigations, litigations, prosecutions 
and legislative proceedings directed 
against railway and other corporations 
during the past few years have unques- 
tionably been the main influence in un- 
dermining the confidence of investors 
in the merits of their investments. 

It will hardly be claimed that the 
processes In question were in all cases 
without warrant, and fault is found 
more with the methods of correcting 
such evils as may have existed than 
with the principles behind such méth- 
ods. The effect upon speculative and 
investment sentiment has, however, 
been that noted. Nobody likes to find 
himself a copartner in an illegal 
criminal enterprise, particularly when 
all the powers of the Federal and 
State governments are being directed 
against his property. even with the 
end of forcing it to conduct its opera- 
tions in conformity with the law. So 
far as may be seen the end of these 
manifold administrative and legislative 
proceedings is not yet. 

Some faint comfort has been derived 
from the vetoes by the Governor of this 
State of various semi-rabid and anti- 
cerporation measures, but not only 
does one swallow not make a summer, 
but In a great many states corre- 
sponding vicious legislation has already 
been enacted and can only be undone, 
if at all, through the slow process of 
legal procedure or of repeal legislation.

The rates, collapsing as 
brokers’ capital was released by the 
Stock Exchange liquidation of March 
and May, and some of the borrowed 
gold—as yet only a part of it—has been 
paid back. 

If one pursues this line of reasoning 
—which, after all, helps to clear think- 
ing in the matter—he may possibly get 
some clew to other incidents in the mar- 
ket for foreign exchange. 

For instance, it will be recalled that 
the $44,000,000 gold imported by us from 
Europe last Autumn came aimost ex- 
clusively from England: London sur- 
rendered it reluctantly; the Bank of 
England piled up barriers; even senti- 
mental arguments against shipments 
were invoked. Nevertheless, it came. 
Now it has been going back, but where? 
Into the Bank of Il*’rance. which con- 
tributed virtually none of it. Un- 
doubtedly, it goes to Paris because the 
French market had a claim on Eng- 
gland’s gold and was in fact drawing 
from London, and because the rem:it- 
tance direct from New York to Paris 
relieved the English market from a part 
of what it must otherwise have lost. 

Undoubtedly, also, the ‘special facili- 
ties’’ of the Bank of France had much 
less to do with securing the gold tor 
Paris than has been imagined Still, 
the London market, may have nursed a 
grievance and may have fe't that it 
lad the right to take the step, unusual 
for the Bank of England, of offering 
‘“facilities’’ of its own. The action, it 
niust be confessed, was hopelessly un- 
econcmic; but even bankers in the high- 
est circles of finance have the instincts 
of human nature. 

If a general turn for the better were 
to come in financial markets we should 
doubtless be thenceforward in the pres- 
ence of @ne of those endless disputes as 
to what caused it, which are familiar 
in economic history. It is one of the 
beauties of controversy in this branch 
of science that one group of philoso- 
phers has the permanent privilege of 
asserting: ‘‘My cause did the business 
and yours had nothing to do with it.’’ 

There will, in any case, be plenty of 
future reasoners to point out to the in- 
quiring mind that ov. Hughes’ vote 
of the cout fare had more to do 
with arresting the market’s downward 
course than did the change in the crop 
weather, or even the surmounting of 
the mid-year complications by Europe 
without disaster. This satisfaction need 
not be denied to the theorist, and if

Damage report: from the wheat fields 
were sufficiently unfavorable to keep the 
bears and the iarger shorts on the 
anxious seat last week, complaints com- 
ing both from the winter and spring 
territories. Threshing is being done in 
Oklahoma and Southern Kansas and the 
early reports sc-m to bear out the pes- 
simistic predictions made during the 
drouth in most sections in the former 


= 


State reporting a harvest of from 3 to 7 
per cent. The harvest in Kansas will 
be general about June 2% and unsatis- 
factory returns are expected, as the 
plant is poor and backward. During the 
first of last week the weather through- 
out Kansas and the Southwest, whence 
most of the damage reports sminated, 
was very warm, and hot winds, follow- 
ing the cool weather of the previous 
week, did some damage. The tempera- 
tures on the weather map did not ap- 
pear dangerous, but private reports 
from the western parts of the State had 
it that the wheat was striveling in many 
districts. There were generous rains in 
the middle of the week that did some 
good, but the damage reports continued 
in the face of the heavy precipitation. 
The weather improved greatly after the 
first couple of days of the week, and 
was almost perfect in the latter parts. 


Buys in Spring Wheat Crop, 


The weather in the spring wheat re- 


glons of the Northwest and Canada was 
very good, but a green-bue scare seems 
imminent in the new crop. The bugs 
and also wire worms were reported to 
be very general, though no harm has 
been done as yet. There were reports 
both ways from the Northwest, however, 
and though the situation is undoubtedly 
grave, the bug stories were discounted 
by some, and weather conditions were 
very favorable.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., June 
22 -—Frank G. Schrieber, aged 21 years, 
son of W. M. Schrieber of 912 Conejos 
street, had a narrow escape from be- 
ing dashed to death on Eagle cliff while 
fighting a targe female eagle after rob- 
bing its mest of two young birds. 


Schrieber partly fell, rolled and slid

He Captivated the People. 

Albert’s action was like a brand 
thrown into dry tinder. So many of 
his fellow wine growers were in a like 
predicament that he found himself sup- 
ported with all the fervid enthusiasm 
for which the people of the South of 
I’'rance are noted. 

Albert was an apt politician tn a rmo- 
ment. He rose to the occasion, display- 
ing untiring energy as an organizer, 
and assumed the airs of a popular idol. 
|'He assumed the manner of a Napoleon 
‘and developed at the same time into a 
i prince of agitators. 

Albert is a thin, dry, bald headed man 
of middle height, with clear-cut, thin 
features and an equiline nose, and wears 
a fierce black military mustache. He 
has a powerful, sympathetic and vibrat- 
ing voice, and although he had no pre- 
vious practice, developed into a powerful 
orator. 

Every Southern Frenchman has some- 
thing of the Don Quixotsa of the day 
and his Lieutenant Dr. Ferroul is his 
Sancho Panza. So when the uprising 
became great and the army of followers 
swelled to a proportion where it was 
| difficult to determine what to do with 
jit. Albert proposed that his horde march 
on Paris. Dr. Ferroul, however, de- 
imurred, and asked how that would 
make consumers buy more wine. 

“But,”’ said Albert, ‘‘if I only launched 
them forward they would sweep ever 
I*rance.” 

Government Sent Troops; 

He advised the Government not. to 
treat the on-marching army harshly, 
liking it to an automobile which has 
bolted down a dangerous descent. But 
when he learned that the Government 
had disregard. di his warnings and actu- 
ally sent troops to suppress the army, 
Albert mounted to the roof of his house 
and harrangued the crowd, drawing 
tears from their eyes, then Albert van- 
ished into the darkness. 

Dr. Ferroul was in a wineshop when 
news of the approach of the troops 
came. The people asked if they should 
throw up barricades. He called the 
populace fools and straightway disap- 
peared into his own house. When the 
police called at the abodc Ferroul stuck 
his head out of an upper window, ex- 
horted the crowd to be calm, declared 
that he would surrender peaceably andj 
a moment later walked out in custody 
of two soldiers. 

Nevertheless the agitation in the 
South of France has still promise of 
serious consequences. The Government 
dreads making a resolute stand in the 
face of a popular demonstration. The 
sale of the wines of the South is dimin- 
ishing. 





Held Monster Meetings.

’ The crops have lagged, but the increase of in- 
sect life has gone steadily forward, feeding upon 
the tender ‘vegetation, giving it no fair fighting 
shance. The odds have been all in favor of the 
gests, through the long, dragging, cold weeks. 

Even in the average year, the destruction by 
‘these pests 1s very great. That wrought by a 
mere -doze.. of the common‘insects shows an es- 

timated total of about $350,000,000. Chinch bugs 
cost annually $100,000,000; grasshoppers, $90,- 

900,000; Hessian flies, $50,000,000; potato’ bugs, 
$8,000,000; scales, $10,000,000; grain weevils, 
$10,000,000; apple worms, $10,000,000; army 
worms, $10,000,000; cabbage worms, $10,000,000; 
boll: weevils and boll worms, $50,000,000.. The 
loss each year from other insects, under nor- 
mal conditions, is estimated at $20,000,000; and 
now and then, when special conditions exist, 
this figure is far exceeded. 

’» Of all the crop-plants grown by man, there 
mre but very few that are without insect ene- 
mies; Some have dozens, scores, armies of ene- 
mies.. Very rarely do all of these thrive to- 

gether in a single crop season. Sometimes, in 
other lands, it happens that myriad pests: join 
forces as if for a great common warfare. Then 
comes famine—a disaster which is declared 
be impossible in the United States, because oi 
the great differences between the crop-growint 
regions in altitude, or climate, or other condi. 
tions. 

But, though there be nb peril of famine, the 
annual destruction is enormous. If this loss 
might be saved, a single year’s saving woul) 
suffice for constructing good roads throughout 
the farming regions of the United States, or for 
completing the Panama Canal.

And only a little while ago, most like- 
ly, we were envying these poor chaps, 
thinking how much better their station 
and circumstances #were than ours! 

It's quite a new thing, this fashion 
of sending the banker to the peniten- 
tiary. The dean of the Fort Leaven- 
worth ‘“‘colony’’ (for that’s what the 
light-minded call it) is John P. Cooper, 
formerly president of the First Naticnal 
tank of McGregor, Tex., who Was #+n- 
tenced in March, 1904, for five years. 
He was the ploneer, the trail-breaker. 


Wasn’t Lonesome Long. 

But he aid not wait long for company 
belonging to his own station in life; for 
In six weeks along came Justus i. Brod- 
erick, president of the First National 
Bank of Elkhart, Ind., under a ten-year 
pentence; und three days later appeared 
three Indiana cashiers. One of these 
was Wilson L. Collins, from Broderick’'s 
Own bank. Another was Alfred C. Per.- 
ker of the Bedford First. National, and 
the other was Cyrus EB. McCrady of the 
Seymour First National. Then came a 
direcior of Broderick’s Elkhart bank 

rom that ume, things began to “look 
up” in the bankers” celony. Before the 
end of the year there were seven mem- 
bers. The next year brought two more; 
three others came in 1906, and 1907 has 
aaded the thirteenth. It’s quite a thriv- 
ing tettlement, you see. And there's 
an air of permanence about it, too; for, 
barring the “good time” allowance, the 
#verage length of the terms of residence 
fixed for these celonists by law is a lit- 
tle over seven years. 


They’re a High-Toned Lot. 

And they're a fine average lot of 
men, too, Save for the unfortunate ex- 
periences ‘Warked up against them in 
the court records. Their average age its 
# years; so you see they're just in the 
prime of life. The oldest is 58 and the 
youngest 38. 

Well trained, acute, experienced in 
the world’s ways, any community would 
be glad to have these names in its 4i- 
rectory—always excepting the reputa- 
tion which attaches to the Peniten- 
tary record. They are none of your 
vulgar degenerates, none of your pro- 
fessional crin..oal class. Judging them 
by their appearance, their tastes, the.r 
general fitness for the business of life, 
the¥'re a pretty fair bunch of twentieth 
preoin bupinens men, If it were nag 
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for the prison dress, the hair clfppiine, 
the numbers on their clothes and the 
lockstep you would never pick them out 
of a crowd as candidates fer Peniten- 


tiary honors. 
Well, then! What does it all riean! 
What are we coming to, any way? 


Who's safe nowadays, if this ‘bankers’ 
colony’ idea gets to be a common fashi- 


ion. What's wrong? 
That's just the point. Nobody is 
“safe” who has a twentieth century 


financial and social position to sustain, 
and who takes these bankers way ol 
sustaining it. Without exception, that 
was what got them into trouble. 

Men of shbstantial means, al! 0! 
them, they hadn't enough to let them 
“Keep the pace’’ on their resources. 
They had to get more, or drop behind 
To keep up “with the procession, or to 
become rear-rankers, that was the 
question. And the “bankers’ colony’ 
owes its existence to the fact that these

men, one and all, have answered that 
question the wrong way. 
Rear-rankers? Never! They were 


bound to keep in the very forefront of 
the “push.” and that couldn’t be done 
at a footnace. To do that requires au- 
tomobiles and things—a great manv 
things, all swift and all high priced. 
Wherefore, because of this grim, fixed 
idea of ‘keeping up,.”’ these 18 promi- 
nent bankers have dropped out of the 
running altogether for an average of 
seven long years. 
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There was Cooper of Mctrregor. He 
hadn't enough to satisfy him.

But how to get it; there was 
the bother. 

The pay of the bank president may 
look good to the motorman or the shov- 
ei hand, but it’s apt to look like a mere 
pittance to the bank president himself, 
ambitious to shine in politics, or finance, 
or some other way. Cooper hadn’t 
enough to match his needs.

Time and again this spunky woman 
trust-buster bou;,ht all the cotton that 
Was marketed at different places, out- 
bidding the agents of the trust on every 
load that was offered. 

The trust men and their friends were 
badly scared by this time and sought to 
have Mrs. Sarber’s sire come to their aid 
by appealing to him that his bold daugh- 
ter was ruining the various markets. 
But “pa” not only refused to interfere 
but paid the prices for cotton that the 
“Queen” dictated. Then there was a 
panic in the ‘trust crowd.’ They 
squirmed and threatened, but all in 
vain. The whole combine was badly 
cornered and didn’t ..now what to do. 

News Spread Quickly. 

The result of the initial big bull move 
against the trust contingent was that 
Mrs. Sarber and her pa bought such a 
quantity of cotton ttrmt, though their 
profits on each bale were not as larre 
as they would have been if something 
like the “trust” prices nad been paid.

ITH whirlwind swiftness 
and power, the South is 
being swept by the 

spirit of prohibition of the 
liquor traffic. In obedience to 
this, the traffic is ceasing. Lit- 
erally, the South is ‘‘going 
dry.’’ A moral revival has 
brought this to pass. 

This is true not alone of the 
older states of the Atlantic and 
Southeastern divisions, but also, 
in even greater degree, of the 
newer states of the Mississippi 
Valley and the Southwest. 





“moral frontier,’’ two-thirds of the 

counties, under local option, now 
absolutely prohibit the sale of intoxi- 
cants. These counties have adopted the 
idea, and are enforcing the laws. in 
which the idea is embodied. 

In Kentucky, home of the great dis- 
tillery interests, 97 out of 119 counties 
are entirely ‘“‘dry,’’ while only four are 
strongly ‘‘wet;’’ and there is rigid en- 
forcement of the Sunday-closing law in 
all. 7 

In Tennessee, saloons have been ban- 
ished from all but three municipalities. 
In Louisiana the ‘dry’ territory 
amounts to seven-eighths of the State's 
area. In Arkansas, 60 out of the 75 
counties are ‘‘dry,"’ and there is much 
“dry” territory in the remaining 15. In 
Olkahoma, the recent constitutional con- 
vention adopted prohibition by an over- 
whelming vote. 

In Missouri, 40 out of 114 counties are 
now “dry;” these lying almost entirely 
in the southern half of vhe State. 

In fact, of all the States of the South, 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, only 
one now conducts the liquor traffic free 
of all restrictions save those of “‘li- 
cense.’’ That solitary State is New Mex- 
ico. In every one of the others, prohibi- 
tion sentiment outranks the sentiment 
for the saloon.

Beyond Control and Hurls 
Boulders Hundreds of Feet in Air--What the 
125,000,000 Cubic Feet Going to Waste 
Could Do if Brought 
to St. Louis---Light, Heat and 
Power for Millions-—Dangers Near 


NDIAN TERRITORY now 
has the largest natural gas 
--well in the world. The well, 
which was recently drilled in, is 
as ing wild.’’ It has become a 
veritable volcano; It is belching 
stones several hundred feet into 
the air, is giving its owner no 
end of trouble and is becoming 
every day a grave danger to life 
and limb. 

This giant well is now produ- 
cing more than 125,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas-per day, and its own- 
er, Col. J. C. Moble, offers to wa- 
ger $10,000 that it is the greatest 
gas well in the world. Not only 
is.the well claimed to be the larz- 
est, but it is growing larger. 


W ORKMEN are refusing to ap- 


proach near the well, which is 
about six miles from Collins- 
ville. They say they will not approach 
it until a strong roof is placed so as to 
protect them from falling stones. The 
stones shoot into the air and then rain 
down over the country Uke giant hail- 
stones. It might mean certain death for 
a workman to go within hundreds of 
feet of the mouth of the we'll. 
At first the flow was not so strong and 
* heavy metal casing was put in. But 
in @ few days the flow became so im- 


mense that the casing could not stand 
the strain, and the steel tubing was

volume double that of any other gasser 
the world has ever known. 

If Col. Noble fails to get the gasser 
under control, it will, it is feared, drill 
itself still deeper into the bowels of the 
earth. In the meantime, nobody offers 
to take his wager, and everybody in the 
territory is talking and wondering and 
gathering as close as safety permits to 
witness in awe the spectacle of the 
earth blowing off gas with a noise like 
that of a great roundhouse of locomo- 
tives with their roaring safety. steam 
valves open. 

Great Pyrotechnic Spectacle. 

Unless the gasser were harnessed. it 
might become ignited, and then no living 
thing within acres of it would be able 
to stand the heat. The earth would 
blacken. Houses would crinkle up like 
butter pans in a kitchen stove. Trees 
would blacken in an hour and their 
gnarled and twisted limbs give an un- 
canny aspect to the district. The earth 
would become as barren as if swept by 
a roaring prairie fire. 

A year ago a well near Caney, Kan., 
defied for days all human ingenuity to 
control it. Shooting only 50,000,000 cubie 
feet of gas into the air a day, the 
lighted well rroduced the greatest pyro- 
technic spectacle in the history of the 
Southwest. The roar of the conflagra- 
tion could be heard 20 miles away. The 
flames leaped 200 feet were 
visible for and 100 miles. 

A huge iron cap thrown over 
Caney shaft was riddled like a flour 
sieve by the irresistible sand blast 
hurled against it from a depth of 2000

Every 
lose rock from the beds whence issue 
the flow of gas is borne upward against 
the resistance of the earth until it 
has plowed its wav to surface 
and then the mighty force the gas 
sends it high into the sky like @ rocKet 
projected from the pit of hell. 

Everybody in the territory has been 
speculating upon what would happen if 
the ‘‘Hogshooter,”’ with twice the vol- 
ume of gas, and a heavier force be- 
hind it than that of the Caney well, 
would do if suddenly touched into flame 
by lightning.

possible for any investigating body to 
approach the puebio of Cia without their 
coming being known hours in advance. 

The inhabitants of this pueblo are of 
a low order of intelligence and deeply 
superstitious, They are secretive in the 
extreme, suspicious of all white men, 
and are held tegether in a tribal family 
whese origin is lost In the dawn of his- 
tory. 

As they worship a snake, as many of 
the Southwestern Pueblo Indians do, 
they attach a superstitious reverence to 
the creature which would lead them to 
protect it at any cost from the inquis- 
itive eyes of white men, particularly if 
they were in the habit of feeding new- 
born infants to the serpent. 

The story of the sacred serpent as re- 
lated by the priest to the United States 
Disutet Attorney of New Mexico was 
that it was kept in a room in the pueblo 
with two Indians constantly on guard 
outside. It is pointed out that even the 
largest known snake could be hidden 
in a few minutes by dropping him into a 
hole and covering him up or hiding 
him under a heap of rubbish such as 
abounds in the Cia ruins. Then when 
the investigators arrived at the oasis 
in the desert, the Cia Indians would 
profess complete ignorance of the charge 
and not the slightest evidence could be 


r of guilt might be concealedsecured to show that it was true. 
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These are some of the arguments ad- 
vanced to show the difficulty of sift- 
ing this matter to the bottom. It is 
pointed out that the formal nature of 
the allegations and the fact that they 
have been twice officially placed before 
the Federal authorities is strengthened 
by the character of the latest informant. 
A Catholic priest is an educated man 
having a close touch with daily life and 
quite unlikely to make sensational state- 
ments without foundation. A large 
number of the Pueblo Indians in New 
Mexico belong to the Catholic 
and have intimate relations with priests 
who live amongst them, who speak 
their language and who understand their 
life and methods. 

While no white man might ever learn 
of the existence of a sacred serpent 
to which the inhabitants of a pueblo 
fed their new-born infants, it is con- 
sidered not unlikely that the inhabit- 
ants of some neighboring pueblo would 
learn these facts and gossip about them 
and that in the course of time the story 
would come to the ears ef the padre 
or priest of the neighboring church. 
This in fact is the explanation of how 
Mr. Liewellyn’s informant got his infor- 
mation. The Associated Press dispatch 
does not say that he claims to have 
seen the serpent, but that he believes 
the story to be true:

bility) is that there is no snake native 
to the North American Continent large 
enough to swallow an infant.

But, on the other hand, it is admitted 
that in the wilds of Mexico and Centra! 
America there are numerous serpents 
of the python, boa constrictor or ana- 
conda family which could easiiy swallow 
an infant and have, in fact, been seen 
to make away with a good sized pig. 
Such snakes at the World’s Fair were 
repeatedly fed on chickens and young 
pigs, which they swallowed whole. 

Because of the intimate racial and re- 
ligious relations betwee®fi the New Mexi- 
co Indians and those of Northern Mexi- 
co, it is now claimed that a serpent of 
this kind might have been imported 
across the Rio Grande. It is considered 
by no means impossible that these 
snake-worshiping Indians might hav: 
procured such a serpent unknown to the 
white men of the territory. A snake of 
this kind might easily be carried by one 
Indian in a sack over his shoulder. 

The cunning of these Indians sur- 
passes even their superstition, and in a 
matter where their religion is concerned 
some of the best authorities assert that 
it is imposs: i.e to know what is true 
and what is untrue. They make no con- 
cealment of some of their performances 
and secretly hide others. 

At the World’s Fair in St. Louis hun- 
dreds of thousands of visitors saw the 
Moki Pueblos performing their snake 
dance with live serpents in their mouths. 
and it was quite evident that they at- 
tached supernatural qualities to the 
snake and worshiped him in their own 
strange manner. This snake worship is 
common to nearly all of the Southwest- 
ern Pueblo Indians and it forms a con-

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Spicuous part of their art and folklore. 

Nearly all Pueblo decorative art shows 
the snake, often in the act of swallow- 
ing a large animal or human being. In 
the Louvre at.Paris is a Mexican carv- 
ing showing a serpent swallowing a man 
and there is on* of these works in the 
grounds of the University of Mexico in 
Mexico City. All over Mexico ruins are 
to be seen today showing carvings of 
this kind, while even the North Ameri- 
can indians indulged the same idea, as 
is shown by the great snake mound in 
Ohio. This structure is made in the 
form of a serpent in the act of swallow- 
ing. 

A prominent part of the religious life 
of the inhabitants of Cia, ss shown by 
the elaborate reports of the United 
States Ethnological Bureau, is the snake 
worship. They have at Cia a Snake So- 
ciety with an elaborate altar, a colored 
reproduction of which is to be found in 
the eleventh annual ethnological reports 
for 1888 and_ 1889. 

For some strange reason the Pueblo of 
Cia has been steadily dwindling in the 
number of inhabitants, until now less 
than 100 people live there where former- 
ly there were thousands. Some people 
have advanced the extraordinary theory 
that the race of the Cia dying out 
hecause the new-born infants are offered 
as a human that 
reaches the Sunday Post-Dispatch from 
Fe that there were chil- 
dren in Cia, denied the 
people recently the 
Pueblo. 

The majority of people in Santa Fe 
doubt the accuracy of the snake story. 
They can, of course, only do this on in- 
formation and belief, as it is claimed 
that it is as impossible to prove that 
it is not true as it is to prove that it 
is true.

The worship of the serpent is as old 
as humanity’s idea of Deity. 

All the primitive peoples of the earth 
have held the serpent sacred. The dra- 
gon of the Chinese, the brazen serpent 
of the Hebrews, the Basilisk, the Seraph, 
the asp of the Egyptians, the crocodile 
of the Ganges, the fanciful reptiles of 
the mythologies of Europe—these are 
familiar instances of the profound ven- 
eration of early mankind for the 
pent. 

The first voyagers to North America 
found the savages practicing the Snake 
Dance—the dance whose mysterious rites 
are celebrated even in our own day by 
the remnants of the old tribes. And 
the invading Spaniards discovered this 
idea fixed fast in the religions of Mex- 
Central America and Peru—every- 
throughout the Southern conti- 
One of the earliest of the Span- 
ish historians wrote that “the snake 
was a conspicuous object in Mexican 
mythology.’ 

It was more than that, as some of the 
later writers discovered. Amongst the 
Aztecs of Mexico the still older 
races of Central America, the Supreme 
Being was conceived and pictured as a 
feathered serpent. 

And the Aztec legend of the Redeem- 
er—the mightiest of all earthly figures, 
half human and half divine, born of a 
virgin—gives to him the name of “‘Quet- 
zalcoatl,”” which means in English, 
‘Feathered Snake."” He was the su- 
preme earthly law-giver and high priest, 
sent from Heaven; his festivals, as cele- 
brated by the Mexican tribes, were the 
most gorgeous of the year. His reign 
was the Golden Age of Mexico. He was 
second only to the Great Father, the 
Creator, ‘‘Tonacatiecoatl,”” the all-wise 
Serpent of Heaven. And always, in all 
the mythologies, this demi-god is rep- 
resented by the symbol of a hideous 
serpent with @ feathered hood. 

The Spaniards found a great temple 
of Quetzalcoatl in Mexico; and of the 
entrance to this temple one of their his- 
torians wrote: 

“It was like unto the mouth of a ser- 
pent. and it was a thing to fear by 
those who entered tn thereat.”’ 

Stephens and Catherwood, in their 
published acount of a journey through 
the Central American wilderness, wrote 
of a great temple they saw there: 

“On the west side is a stairway 37 
feet wide; on the north another 44 feet 
wide, and containing 9° steps. On the 
ground, at the foot of this stairway, 
forming a bold and striking commence- 
ment, are two colossal serpents’ heads, 
feathered, 10 feet In length, with mouths 
wide open and tongues protruding.” 

These writers also describe the ruins 
of another vast temple at Urmal, buiit 
in the form of & &reat quadrangte, 
with a central courtyard measuring 214 
by 28 feet. They say of it:

:. speaking of the so-called ‘‘marriage 

of convenience,’’ so common in 
France, we mean a marriage ar- 
ranged by others for the parties there- 
to; a marriage determined by questions 
of practical purposes, not determined 
by personal attraction, although, in ad- 
dition to the practical desirability. I 
have no doubt there exists often ‘also 
this personal liking. The American cus- 
tom, on the other hand, is to allow 
young persons to wander-up and down 
the world, so to speak. at will, and when 
two of then: feel sufficient attraction to 
desire marriage to allow them to carry 
out their plans. In France young per- 
sons are trained and educated to expect 
their elders to assist in finding or even 
to prescribe their mates. The girl, con- 
vent-bred, is taught to expect it. With 
contrary, the bred, 
unconsciously perhaps, to believe it to 
be her own duty and 
to find her husband. 

Neither system could be 
to the other land. Two or three genera- 
tions of training might make a change 
in feeling possible, but for the time be- 
ing I am sure the youth of each coun- 
try believes in its own ways. 

Aso whether one kind of marriage 
is more likely to bring happiness than 
the other, I can only say that neither in 
its extreme form can be expected to 
result successfully.

Woody, experienced, practical boatmen, 
who declare that they have discovered an altogether 
new principle which is to revolutionize the whole :

The new idea consists in the substitution of -con- pl ME . z Suit Et — : se OHNE NE lM TT ) 
cave lines—or, as the builders say, “‘cuneum” or . gz Bee, as | Me met es ie : — cael en 
double concave ‘‘wedge”’ lines—for the convex form * a ae | , 
heretofore in use. The change is made for the pur- 
pose of overcoming water resistance, and to enable 
the boat's engine power to be used wholly in driving 
the craft forward. 

Leaving out the technical phrasing of the expert 

and putting the idea into its simplest form, the new 
craft is designed to skim the water’s surface, instead 
ef forcing its way through—to lift itself by its own 
driving power; so that, with increasing speed, there 
is an actual decrease of water resistance. In fact, 
it is claimed that with the perfection of the new 
form, the boat in flight will actually throw itself for- 
ward with a power greater than that of its engines. 
This is on the principle of the “‘sailing’’ eagle, which 
advances without wing-motion. Or, if you want the 
idea -of the builders stated with more technical ac- 
curacy, here it is as they give it: 

*‘With the index finger, begin at the center of your 
forehead and describe.a half circle. Stop when you 
have finished the half circle, and you will have the 
exact motion of the water just after it strikes the 
prow of the ‘Catapult,’ which completes the other 
half of the circle when it turns up and under the two 
concaves of the hull, and continues to rotate, thus 
accelerating. the motion of every particle of water 
handled and doing away with the common ‘drag’ 
or ‘swell’ which follows all convex hulls. 

“The engines are placed about the center of the 
boat, and the wheel or propeller, in specially ar- 
ranged gear, is placed in front instead of in the rear 
of the engines, thus giving lifting and propelling 
power. With the engines installed tin the center ot 
the boat, with the propeller about 5h feet from the 
bow, and with the stern riding on the water’s sur- 
face, the ‘Catapult’ will answer her helm as no oth- aN Res aK - | SO ARTES. SE eae oeege 
er craft does, thus making navigation possible at ex- i & TT tiie” : Po OR TR OR ee pes ae gee 
press train speed. In a nutshell, cuneum lines raise zis 
the craft to the surface and generate the wave down- 
ward, which does away with the displacement that 
must be overcome by other craft.”’ 

The former world’s record, made by Price McKin- 
ney of Cleveland, O., in a 60-foot launch, ‘‘The Stand- 
ard,’ of the convex hull type, was made in a Durst 
of speed at the rate of 29 miles per hour. This rate, 
however, was sustained for only about 15 minutes; 
at the end of which time, because of the great water 
resistance, the engines were “‘out of commission” 
and the crew in a panic. After their trial experi- 
ences, these St. Louis boatmen declare that their new 
craft, by its ability to evercome resistance, will be 
able to sustain its greatest speed without limit of 
time—indeed, that the greatest ease of flight is at- 
tained when the speed is highest. 

The “Catapult” will be completed and in the water 
at St. Louis by the first week in July, when it will 
be put to the test. A record run will be made from 
the mouth to the headwaters of the Missouri River. 
Later, during the visit of the Interstate Waterways 
Commission, exhibition speed runs will be made from 
St. Louis to Memphis, together with other trials, 
which President Roosevelt and the governors of sev- 
eral states have been invited to witness. In addition, 
a challenge for speed contests will be issued to all 
craft, without regard to horsepower, dimensions or 
handicap. 

The season of 1907 promises to have exceptional] in- 
terest for the motor boatmen. The development of 
“types” is well under way, and the experts are 
turning their attention to the task of making some- 
thing more than pleasure craft for still waters. The 
seaworthy motor boat is an idea that will be tested 
in practice before the season's end.
